Our summer help Crew has been doing a great job with the mowing and 

upkeep at the parks and City facilities. 

 

In a week we will be administering our 4th month of treatment to the quarry 

pond at Nature Park. Things are already starting to look considerably better. 

The water clarity is great. You can see the growth from the bottom that we are 

trying to eliminate now.  PH levels have remained neutral throughout this 

entire process.  Melissa Beckius from State Industrial Products has been 

assisting us with the applications as well as documenting any change in 

conditions. Melissa has indicated that if we could put some form of aeration 

into the quarry, then we could expedite this process and save money on future 

treatment.  If the water keeps moving then the algae, watermeal and 

duckweed have a more difficult time growing which in turn would provide a 

more permanent cleaner and healthier aquatic environment. I have looked 
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into a single pole erected windmill aeration system that would require no 

electric, little to no maintenance and would prevent anyone from climbing up 

or on and falling off as a traditional A-frame one would allow.
